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Both President Diem and his brother Ngo Dinh Nhu were assassinated 
this morning by rebel soldiers while they were 'being taken to 
• military headquarters in Saigon in an armored personnel carrier, 
highly reliable sources said. 

The sources said both Diem and Nhi had been captured while 
hiding in a small Catholic church in Saigon's Chinese suburb 

of Cholon. 0 

It is believed that both Ngo brothers escaped from the beseiged 
Presidential Palace in Saigon in the pre-dawn hours today by a 
secret underground tunnel shortly before assaulting Marines 
overran and captured the building, 

’ Sources said coup leader received information later in the morning 
that Diem had been seen sitting in a Catholic church in Cholon.

Not knowing that Nhi was also with him coup leaders dispatched 
armored personnel carriers and a company of troops,

The troops found both Ngo brothers sitting in thV\*urch and 
ordered them into one of the armored carriers. 

On the way to military headquarters in Saigon an order was given 
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-2- 893, November 2, from Saigon . _ 

and soldiers inside the armored vehicle assassinated both men. 
When the carrier reached military headquarters both Diem and 
Nhu were jlead sources said. 
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
